After consultation with our intellectual property attorney and independent electrical 
engineers, Micrin Technologies Corporation has decided that it is not in out best interests 
to contest the USPTO's decision to reject all claims on patent application 60/1 72,1 87 
"Lighted Status Indicator Corresponding to the Positions of Circuit Breaker, Switch or 
Fuse." 

We are hereby giving L.S. Unico formal notice of our intent not to further pursue this 
patent application. As we have indicated to you in previous conversations, the costs 
associated with pursuing an appeal of the USPTO's rejection are not in Micrin's financial 
best interests, based on our evaluation of the value of the technology in question.
